Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1950  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  of  Havant 
and  Waterloo. 

The  members  will  appreciate  that  as  I only  took  up  my  appoint- 
ment on  2nd  October,  1950,  I was  only  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
three  months  of  that  year.  Therefore  most  of  the  Report  is  based 
on  information  and  statistics  presented  to  me. 

It  is  highly  satisfactory  to  report  that  there  has  been  no 
epidemic  during  the  past  year  and  the  area  has  been  remarkably 
free  from  Infectious  Diseases 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  has  been  notified  during  the  year  and  only 
five  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified  as  having  occurred  in  this 
District. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  65%  of  all  deaths  in  the  area  were 
over  the  age  of  70  also  that  46.6%  of  all  deaths  in  the  area  were 
over  the  age  of  75.  It  will  also  be  noticed  that  the  corrected  death 
rate  for  the  area  was  slightly  below  the  average  for  England  and 
Wales. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  probably  the  best  index  we 
oossess  to  the  social  circumstances  of  an  area,  as  the  rate  tends  to 
be  high  in  places  where  bad  housing,  overcrowding,  defective  sani- 
tation, coupled  with  maternal  ignorance  and  neglect,  are  found. 

In  this  Urban  area  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  for  the  year 
under  review  was  25.5  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  32. .37  for 
the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  (1949)  which  for  this  type  of  Urban 
District  is  in  my  opinion  a satisfactory  figure. 

I would  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Chairman,  Vice- 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  for  their 
help  and  co-operation. 

I am  grateful  to  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  A.  W.  R. 
Turnbull,  for  his  valuable  assistance  and  very  ready  co-operation, 
and  also  to  the  District  Sanitary  Inspectors,  Mr.  L.  H.  Hayward  and 
Mr.  K.  D.  Adcock,  and  also  the  Clerk,  Miss  M.  Milne,  for  their 
valuable  co-operation  and  assistance.

This  sample  is  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  neutral  in 
reaction  and  free  from  iron  and  other  metals.  The  water  is  hard 
in  character  but  not  unduly  so  and  contains  no  excess  of  salinity  or 
mineral  constituents  in  solution.  It  is  of  the  highest  standard  of 
organic  and  bacterial  purity. 

These  results  are  consistent  with  a pure  and  wholesome  water 
suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


With  the  coming  into  operation  of  The  Rivers  Board  Act  1948, 
certain  streams  and  watercourses  within  the  Urban  District  have 
been  defined  as  “Main  River”  from  1st  October,  1950,  for  the  purposes 
of  Part  II  of  the  Land  Drainage  Act,  1930.  Watercourses  so  defined 
will  in  future  be  maintained  by  Hampshire  Rivers  Catchment  Board 
and  West  Sussex  River  Board.  The  Council  remain  the  responsible 
drainage  authority  for  all  minor  watercourses. 

Owing  to  the  abnormal  wet  weather  during  the  last  3 months 
of  the  year,  minor  flooding  occurred  in  some  parts  of  the  area, 
chiefly  at  Hayling  (Rails  Lane)  and  Waterlooville  (Jubilee  Road). 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  throughout  the  Urban  District  and 
7-10  cubic  yard  vehicles  are  used  for  this  purpose.  Two  new 
vehicles  are  on  order,  one  as  a replacement  and  the  other  to  ensure 
that  collections  are  maintained  for  the  increasing  number  of 
properties  served.  Refuse  is  deposited  either  by  “Open  Tipping”  at 
Southmoor,  Havant,  or  by  “Controlled  Tipping”  at  the  Sewage 
Works.  Hayling  Island. 
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The  number  of  cesspits  is  still  approximately  350 — divided  about 
equally  between  Hayling  Island  and  the  mainland.  It  has  still  been 
necessary  to  supplement  the  one  cesspit  emptying  vehicle  by  the  use 
of  a converted  lorry.  The  cleansing  of  roadside  gullies  by  either 
vehicle  has  not  been  possible,  as  the  emptying  of  cesspits  and  other 
operations  required  in  connection  with  the  Sewerage  Systems  has 
kept  them  fully  occupied. 

WELLS 

As  far  as  is  known  to  the  Public  Health  Department,  there  are 
now  6 houses  which  still  obtain  their  water  from  wells. 

Many  of  these  6 are  in  relatively  inaccessible  localities.

MOSQUITO  CONTROL 

The  arrangements  between  the  Council  and  the  British  Mosquito 
Control  Institute  has  been  continued  throughout  the  Year  and  the 
following  report  has  been  provided  by  the  Institute: — 

“During  the  year  1950.  mosquito  larvae  were  found  breed- 
ing beyond  existing  ditches,  and  these  have  been  extended  to 
drain  out  infested  water,  on"  the  marsh  at  Warblington  and  Pools 
in  Tourner  Wood,  Havling  Island,  and  a “sewer”  ditch  off 
Northney  Road  has  been  extended  to  improve  disposal  of  surface 
water. 
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Previously  uncontrolled  ditches  on  the  saltings  to  the  north 
of  Sinah  Warren  have  been  cleaned,  in  part,  as  larvae  of  the 
salt  marsh  mosquito  were  found  in  places. 

After  some  years,  larvae  re-appeared  in  an  old  rithe  (re-cut 
by  the  H.A.E.C..)  on  South  Moor,  Langston,  and  odd  batches  of 
larvae  were  found  elsewhere  on  the  marsh  where  not  previously 
found.  This  was  no  doubt  due  to  the  more  frequent  rains, 
which  caused  a more  frequent  inspection  of  the  whole  area,  and 
oiling  where  necessary. 

There  was  a recurrence  of  infestation  following  over-filling 
of,  and  breaking  down  of  the  bank  to  the  Boating  Pdol  at  a 
Holiday  Camp.  Both  salt  marsh  species  of  mosquito  were 
present.  Following  our  killing  off  of  larvae  and  pupae,  the 
Camp  Manager  detailed  one  of  his  Staff  to  deal  with  the  adults 
on  surrounding  herbage  by  means  of  mist  of  paraffin. 

The  salt  marsh  Aedes  detritus  and  Aedes  caspius  have  been 
the  commonest  species  dealt  with  Other  species  found  have 
been  infrequent  and  few  in  number.”

5 
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HOLIDAY  CAMPS  AND  MOVEABLE  DWELLING  SITES 

There  are  four  large  holiday  camps  accommodating  approxim- 
ately a total  of  2.100  persons.  There  are  also  two  small  chalet  type 
holiday  camps  with  accommodation  for  about  30  families  in  each 
camp. 

There  are  10  moveable  dwelling  sites  which  can  accommodate 
approximately  600  moveable  dwellings.  Most  of  these  site  owners 
accept  only  modem  type  motor  trailer  caravans,  but  one  or  two  also 
accommodate  tents  which  are  popular  with  many  holiday,  makers 
who  favour  Hayling  Island  as  a holiday  resort. 

It  can  be  said  that  all  these  sites  are  well  controlled  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Public  Health  Department.

During  the  year  a survey  of  the  milk  supply  in  this  area  was 
carried  out  with  a view  to  making  this  district  together  with  the 
Portsmouth,  Gosport  and  Fareham  districts,  a “Specfied  Area”  under 
The  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk,  Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream)  Act  1950. 

When  this  comes  into  force  in  October,  1951,  only  the  following 
grades  of  milk  will  be  retailed  in  this  district — Tuberculin  Tested, 
Tuberculin  Tested  Pasteurised.  Pasteurised  Accredited  and 
Sterilised. 


ICE  CREAM 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  16  premises  registered  for 
the  manufacture,  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream  and  100  for  storage 
and  sale. 

At  only  4 of  the  16  premises,  registered  for  manufacture  was 
ice-cream  actually  produced. 

A total  of  58  samples  was  taken  from  various  retailers  through- 
out the  district — only  5 were  considered  as  unsatisfactory.

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FOOD  HANDLING 

During  the  year  the  Council  adopted  the  Food  Handling  Byelaws 
made  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  and  a survey 
of  all  food  premises  within  the  District  is  being  carried  out.  Where 
deficiencies  have  been  found,  improvements  have  been  obtained  by 
informal  action  and  in  no  case  has  it  been  necessary  to  revert  to 
legal  proceedings. 

As  will  be  seen  in  the  statistical  section  of  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector's  Report  411  visits  were  made  to  all  types  of  premises  in 
which  food  is  handled. 

Although  only  a small  proportion  of  the  premises  have  been 
visited  it  has  been  surprising  to  find  that  hand  washing  after  a 
visit  to  a toilet  is  still  considered  by  some  to  be  unnecessary  and  to 
others  the  use  of  hot  water  a waste  of  time.  The  further  education 
of  the  workers  in  the  shops  and  the  general  public  is  still  necessary. 
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
